ITH excellent meadows everywhere, 
the question of saving the hay crop 
will soon uppermost. Far too 

many first crop or seeds meadows are cut so 
late that half the value is lost. If we regard 
the meadow just as we would regard a corn 
crop, the correct time of cutting will be 
apparent. We all know that, for instance, an 
oat or wheat or rye crop before it has shot is 
first-class feeding for stock. We know, too, 
that even after “á has shot, and Bhus, the 

rain is ripe, the straw is good feeding. 
wagons bu we poe pwc ory: egg is alowed 

w ripe is t the straw is poor 

food. Now apply this reasoning ta a al ma 
If the crop is cut at any stage before the 
seed (corresponding to the corn in in 
the corn crop} falls out the hay 
will be good. f the meadow is allowed 
to become so a, that the seed falls out 
while the hay is bemg made or subsequently 
then the hay will have a low feeding value. 
Good hay-making consists in saving the 
grasses, when they will give the greatest 
bulk in the best condition. If the grasses 
are cut before they flower the bulk will be 
small and saving difficult, -if cut when they 
are too ripe the seeds will be lost, and the 
grasses will have lost much of the feeding 
value, which will have gone to develop the 
seeds. The proper tame to cut a meadow is 
Iss the majority of the grasses are in 
wer. 


A SWEDE YEAR? 


For handiness of cultivation, bulk oí 
food and ease of conservation and feeding, 
Swedes are a desirable crop. Whether as an 
English scientist argues, they are only a lazy 
man’s way of feeding water, is a suggestion 
with which few Irish farmers agree. True, they 
are mainly composed of water, but it is pro- 
bable that the ‘‘ water’’ in the crop is quite 
different to water in the ordinary sense of 
the word. Anyhow, most of us like the crop, 
and this season offers to be a par- 
ticularly favourable one for it, so 
that we should plant as much as possible. 
A moist soil and a gradually available supply 
of plant food are conditions which lead to a 
bumper crop, and with a dropping summer 
like this, in which the little plants are certain 
to get a good start, a yield of at least 25 tons 
an acre should be looked for. Dung ploughed- 
in or put in the drills is a useful food for the 
Swede, but, in addition, a dressing of 1 cwt. 
of sulphate of ammonia, 4 cwt. of super- 
— and 1 cwt. of potash salts should 

used. 


THE SHEEP FLOCK 


With abundant grass, and every prospect 
of a continuance of this state of affairs, the 
sheep flocks are doing well, though there are 
complaints that “ wool ball,’’ or pulp 
kidney, is fairly frequent. But even wit 
plenty of grass the milking ewes should be 
carefully watched. A couple of days’ poor 
food will cut down a ewe’s milk yield, and 
once cut down it is doubtful if it is ever 
restored; when normal conditions return the 
ewe begins to put on weight and the lambs 
suffer. No matter what the weather or grass 
conditions are the ewe should be kept milk- 


ing. 
DISEASES AND REMEDIES 


Here aré a few troubles with the remedies : 

Lesser Stomach Worms.—Copper sulphate, 
50 grams; nicotine sulphate (40 per cent.), 
50 cubic centimetres; water, 1,000 cubic centi- 
metres. Of this the doses. recommended are: 
Ewes, to 30 cubic centimetres; yearlings, 
20 cubic centimetres; lambs, 6 to 9 months 
old, 10 to 15 ¢.c.; lambs, 3 to 6 months old, 
7 to 10 c.c.; lambs, 2 to 3 months old, 5 to 
7 c.c.. These doses should not be exceeded. 

To Prevent the Maggot-Fly Striking.— 
Spray sheep with two sabe of a dip solu- 
tion (made by mixing one pint of dip to five 
gallons of cold water), which will protect a 
hundred sheep. An ordinary sprayer is suit- 
able, but the sheep should be allowed to 
stand rather loosely. 

Wireworm in ee per sulphate 
treatment is said to be an effective remedy 
for attacks of twisted wireworm. Dissolve 
4 ounces in 24 gallons of water, and give 
lambs of @lb. weight 3 fluid ounces; 7Olb. 
lambs, 35 fluid ounces, and sheep over 801b., 
4 fluid ounces. 

Weak Lambs.—A good stimulant for a 
newly-born lamb is 1 teaspoonful of sweet 
nitre in a little milk or linseed tea. 

Scouring.—Mix 4 ounce of powdered chalk 
and 1 drachm of powdered catechu dissolved 
in $ pint of warm water and drench. Repeat 
every day if necessary. 


half deep in a trough, and the sheep driven 
through it. 

Sheep Scab.—In all instances where sheep 
exhibit manifest evidence of scab there are 
present not only living parasites, but also 
eggs, which may be newly laid or are on the 
point of hatching. While, therefore, one dip- 
ping, properly conducted, will kill the living 
mites, and may destroy some of the eggs, it 
is essential, if a cure is to rrp, ep to give 
a second dipping, which should be done not 
earlier than the 8th, and not later than the 
14th, day following the first dipping. 

This is the minimum treatment likely to 
prove effective against sheep-scab, and, if the 
dippings have been done with proper 
materials, this should be sufficient to prevent 
the development of the disease in sheep that 
have been ex to infection. here 
scabs or crusts ar present, however, further 
treatment is usually necessary, as some of the 
parasites may be protected by the scabs from 
the full action of the dip, and thus escape 
destruction. This further treatment consists 
of hand-dressing and additional dippings.— 
(Department. ) 

Timber Tongue.—Potassium iodide, 2 ozs. ; 
saltpetre, 1 oz.; tincture of iodine, 1 oz. ; 
water to 1 pint. Give a glass of this mixture 
twice daily until the © resumes its 
normal ‘condition. Give a soft, easily- 
digested and nutritious food. 

or Chills.—1 quart of hot ale with 1 oz. 
of ginger; or aromatic spirits of ammonia, 3 
ozs.; sweet spirits of nitre, 1 oz.; sulphuric 
ether, 4 oz. ; infusion of gentian, $ oz., mixed 
and given in 1 pint of cold water; or Epsom 
or Glauber salts, 2 ozs. ; saltpetre, ó drachms ; 
cream of tartar, 3 drachms, given as drench in 
1 pmt of cold water. 

‘Wasters,’’ Piners or Johne’s Disease.— 
Johne’s disease is an infectious and incurable 
form of scour. Treatment aims at getting 
the beast into condition for the butcher before 
the disease too far. Give a dose of lin- 
seed oil with 1 oz. turpentine. Follow up 
with drenches, 12 hours apart utitil purgin 
ceases, of powdered catechu, $ oz. ; prepa 
chalk, 1 oz.; chlorodyne, 4 oz., in 1 pint of 
starch gruel. Then commence dosing daily 
with 1 wineglass™! of the following mixture 
daily for 8 weeks, given as a drench in 1 pint 
of water. The stock solution is made by 
dissolving 5 ozs. sulphate of iron dissolved in 
1 pint water containing 5 ozs. dilute sulphuric 
acid. -A characteristic symptom is the dung 
looks like dirty water wrth bubbles on if. 

For Coughy Cattle.—loz. powde 
camphor, 40%. chlorate of potash, 4oz. 
powdered liquorice and 1lb. of treacle, mixed 
together, often gives relief. It is no use in 
husk or hoose. 

Ringworm Cures.—Remove ‘the scabs by 
soaking and washing with a strong solution 
of washing soda and hot water; paint twice 
a week with 1 part creosote. 9 Jinseed oil, 
till new hair comes; or, 1 part powdered 
burnt lime mixed with 9 parts of soft soap— 
one dressing; or, 1, biniodide of mercu 
ointment 1—50; 2, iodine ointment; 2 
tincture of iodine; 4, vaseline 16 parts, black 
sulphur pulv. 4—8 parts, ung. iodi P.B. 2 
parts, ung. hyd. fort. 1—2 parts; 5, for 
widespread lesions—Sulphur 1 part, pot. carb. 
1 part, ol. picis 1 part, lard or oil 8 parts. 

Cow with Discharge.—Give her 60 grains 
sulphate of iron, 60 grains gentian, mixed 
with the food three times a day, to improve 
her general condition. Syringe twice daily 
with a 1-1,000 solution of potassium perman- 
ganate in warm water, using about one gallon 
of the solution each time. } 

Cow With Mange.—Dress her all over once 
a week for three weeks with 1 oz. potassium 
sulphurate dissolved in two gallons of warm 
water. Dress the. visibly affected parts with 
8 oz. sulphur, 2 oz. carbonate of potash, 4 oz. 
oil of tar, 1 quart rape oil; wash off on the 
third day after application and renew the 
Bim and so on for the three weeks. 

Anti-Fly Dressing.—5 parts sulphur, 4 
parts oil of tar, 30 parts rape oil used once 
a fortnight during the fly season. It should 
be kept well away from the udder. 

For Blown Cows.-—2 oz. turpentine in two 
pints of linseed oil.

FitzGerald, would be the circumstances in which 
Lieutenant-General Brennan retired from the 
position of Chief of Staff; and the question 
would arise whether his retirement was a 
sequel to, or connected with, the raid on the 
Magazine Fort. An affidavit of Mr. J. J. 
Horgan, solicitor, stated that documents rele- 
vant to the appointment of  Lieutenant- 
General Brennan as Chief of Staff and to the 
termination of the appointment were in the 
possession of Mr, Moynihan.

HAT is Thomas Garrigue Masaryk’s 
place in European history? Two 
years ago the answer would seem simple 
enough. We-would answer: “ This man, 
who resigned from the Presidency of the 
Czechoslovak Republic in 1935, and who 
died two years later, was one of the makers 
of the new world. He built, from stones 
that fell in the general] fall of an empire, 
a new State, a State filled with mental and 
economic activity, highly modern in all 
that the word modern now implies. 
Czechoslovak,’? we would add, “is the 
perfect model of post-Versailles civilisa- 
tion, admired by Liberal nationalists and 
imitated by its non-Germanic neighbours— 
in fact, the head of Danubian and Balkan 
development.” Masaryk would stand in 
our vision as one of the giants supporting, 
like a sculptured caryatid, the eastern part 
of Europe. 

How far different is most people’s 
thought of him to-day; for his work was 
undone at Munich a year and a half ago, 
and to-day lies in ruin as complete as 
that from which he began, twenty odd 
years ago, to build. The biography Ei 
us would have been read as the life-story 
of a victor, but now seems like a mournful 
tribute to a great failure. It may be that 
his State will be restored in the form 
which he gave it, or some hitherto- 
unimagined future may come to the Czech 
and Slovak people. While so much is 
doubtful, an exceedingly interesting book 
hardly will enjoy the appreciation it 
deserves. It will be read in some new 
light a few years hence. 

Professor Selver, a master of Slavonic 
subjects, has enjoyed the co-operation of 
Masaryk’s son, who tells how they worked 
together in London in their country’s 
service. ‘‘ It might be said,” Mr. Jan 
Masaryk writes, “ that. neither 
he nor I should show ourselves in public 
after March, 1939. But we have not re- 
acted in that shy way—on the contrary, 
we are still actively labouring for the 
return of everything that Czechoslovakia 
stood for, in the safe knowledge that a 
free Czechoslovakia will be a necessary 
ingredient of the new Europe which will 
emerge after the Allied victory.” 


A Personal Study

: A Mission that Failed | 


F ROM the end of April, 1937, until the 
outbreak of the present war, Sir 
Nevile Henderson was British Ambassador 
in Berlin. He was transferred from 
Buenos Aires to Germany with a definite 
urpose. Mr. Anthony Eden, who was 
Postiaal Secretary at the time, made the 
actual appointment; but it really was 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain who decided that 
the time had come when an effort must be 
made to bring about better relations 
between Germany and the British Empire. 
Sir Nevile’s mission was the beginning of 
the policy of ‘‘ appeasement.”’ 

It is doubtful whether any man could 
have succeeded where Sir Nevile Hender- 
son failed. Having read his book, most 
ordinary persons will agree that he hardly 
was the man for the task. He makes it 
quite clear that he went to Germany with 
a slight prejudice in favour of the 
National-Socialist system of Government, 
for some of the better aspects of which 
he continues to profess a certain admira- 
tion. Undoubtedly, he believed that the 
more objecionable features of Nazi-ism 
could be killed by kindness; and it was 
precisely here that he made his fatal 
mistake. — To do Sir Nevile justice, it 
must be admitted that he never abandoned 
hope until the very end. He worked con- 
sistently and whole-heartedly for an 
Anglo-German understanding; and his 
failure was due more to the inherent im- 
possibility of his task than to his own 
refusal to face the fact from the start. 


Genial Hermann 


He never liked Herr Hitler personally. 
He did not meet the Fuehrer very often ; 
but gained the impression that he was an 
extreme neurotic with a streak of genius, 
who had become obsessed by the idea of 
power and was ready to go to any lengths 
to achieve it. For Field-Marshal 
Goering, on the other hand, the British 
Envoy had not only a respect, but a 
definite affection. The-genial Hermann 
might have been directly responsible for 
the burning of the Reichstag ; he certainly 
was responsible for the notorious ‘‘ purge”’ 
in Berlin in the summer of 1934; but, in 
spite of these rather unfortunate facts, he 
was the nearest approach to a sahib in the 
Nazi hierarchy, and, as such, was 
sympathisch to the British Ambassador. 
Himmler Sir Nevile detested ; but also dis- 
liked Dr. Goebbels, and his book makes it 
obvious that he concentrated most of his 
efforts on Field-Marshal Goering, whom he 
regarded as a moderating influence in the 
highest quarters. He realises now that 
his mission was doomed from the start. 
Herr Hitler, he believes, was determined 
to make war, and that the actual outbreak 
was merely a matter of time.

Question Without Answer 
Throughout the book, which is written 


in an interesting style, one gets the im- 
pression of the wrong man in the wrong 
job. ‘There can be no doubt of Sir Nevile’s 
absolute sincerity; but he was wedded to 
the idea of appeasement, although he 
realised almost from the beginning that 
Herr Hitler was bent on war. Itisa tragic 
story, which will find a tragic niche in 
history ; and future students of diplomacy 
will wonder whether, if some other man 
had gone to Borlin in 1937, any different 
result could have been achieved. The 
Nazis seem to have treated Sir Nevile 
Henderson with a certain amount of 
contempt, but that is the Nazis’ way. 

Unlike most other diplomatists, he 
invariably conducted his conversations 
with Herr Hitler in the German language, 
having brushed up his German on the 
voyage from Buenos Aires to Europe in a 
German liner by reading ‘‘ Mein Kampf.”’ 
It is all the more irritating, therefore, 
to find careless little mistakes even in the 
reprint of his book. He writes fiirchtbar, 
instead of furchtbar, spells Lebensraum 
with a small “'1,” and refers to the son 
of General von Brauschitz, instead of von 
Brauchitsch. These errors are unpardon- 
able in a book by an Ambassador.

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” Fortunes of War 


News from the Western front continues 
to be indefinite and confusing. During 
the last week a war of movement has been 
in progress, and changes have been so 
rapid that even the experts have been 
unable to keep in touch with the situa- 
tion. Undoubtedly the Germans have 
made substantial progress. They. have 
broken through the French defences at 
various points, and, taking advantage of 
the chaotic conditions thus caused, have 
sent their light motorised divisions, con- 
sisting largely of small tanks, armoured 
cars, and motor cycle combinations, into 
open country behind the French lines. A 
few days ago they had occupied Amiens 
and entered Abbeville, with the result 
that the Channel ports immediately were 
in danger. Yesterday they took possession 
of Boulogne, and last evening they were 
reported to be in the neighbourhood of 
St. Omer.. The French communiqué 
admitted that the fighting was so violent 
that General Weygand’s forces had not 
been able to re-establish the continuity 
of their lines. Precisely what this state- 
ment means we cannot say. Near Arras, 
which the French have recaptured after 
severe fighting, there is a gap in the front 
of some twenty-five miles, through which 
the Germans have been pouring reinforce- 
ments. According to all the known rules 
of scientific warfare, they have been taking 
appalling risks. They have exposed their 
flanks to the danger of devastating 
counter-attacks, and, unless the French 
High Command has lost all sense of 
initiative—a fantastic assumption—the 
possibilities of a German collapse in the 
Boulogne-Abbeville sector are increasing 
every hour. On the other hand, the 
Germans already are in possession of one 
of the most important Channel ports, and 
are hammering at the doors of another. 
According to the official reports, the 
British managed to withdraw most of 
their forces from Boulogne before the 
Germans arrived; but it is not easy to 
understand how the ‘invaders were able to 
establish themselves in such a vital port 
with such apparent ease. Hitherto it 
has been assumed that the German 
advance guard consisted entirely of the 
lightest form of motorised units, corres- 
ponding, roughly, with the Uhlans in the 
Jast war. Manifestly, the arrival of such 
detachments at Boulogne or even Calais 
was more or less inevitable, after the 
break-through at Arras; but the local 
defence forces ought to have been able 
to cope with them without serious 
difficulty. What is the secret of the 
Germans’ advance? Is General Weygand 
leading them deliberately into a trap in 
order to annihilate them at his leisure; 
or have they decided to defy all the 
accepted principles of the Kriegsspiel, and 
to risk everything on one gigantic gamble? 
Time will tell. At the moment conditions 
are so bewildering that the ordinary 
observer cannot make head or tail of 
them. The French are counter-attacking 
near Amiens, where they claim to have 
entered: the southern suburbs. They also 
speak of a successful counter-attack near 
Sedan. On the other hand, the Germans 
declare that they have captured Tournai, 
to the north-west of Mons; that they have 
forced their way into Ghent, and that 
they have been bombing the railway line 
thereby 
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] While the Franco-British troops in 


Northern France are passing through a 


|period of sore travail, a remark- 
able change has taken place on 
the “home front” in . England. 


King George’s broadcast last evening 
indicated not only to the peoples of the 
British Commonwealth, but also to the 
world at large, that, whatever might or 
might not happen in Northern France, the 
British nation is determined to wage war 
until final victory shall have been won. 
The British have a genius for improvisa- 
tion. Within little more than two hours 
on last’ Wednesday they adopted what 
amounts to a totalitarian system of govern- 
ment, without fuss, indeed almost without 
discussion. They suddenly realised that 
a revolutionary change must be made, and 
they made it. The life and property of 
every British citizen now are at the dis- 
posal of the Government. All the 
individual freedom and personal liberty 
that have become the Briton’s birthright ; 
all the rights and privileges that have 
broadened down from precedent to pre- 
cedent—all have vanished over-night ; and 


any individual, but at the behest of the 
most democratic Assembly known to man— 
the British Parliament. Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s Administration has lost no 
time in the adoption of drastic measures 
for the safety of the State. A new feature 
of warfare, which came into prominence 
in Madrid during the Spanish Civil War, 
but actually is as old as the siege of Troy, 
is what is known in the jargon of the day 
as the ‘‘ Fifth Column.” The idea is that 
invading forces shall be helped by agents 
who already have been placed at strategic 
points in the invaded country; and, now 
that the technique of landing by parachute 
has been brought to such a pitch of per- 
fection, the possibilities of ‘‘ Fifth 
Column ” activities cannot be overlooked 
even in England. The case of Major 
Quisling in Norway has become notorious ; 
and there is small doubt that, without the 
help of ‘Fifth Column” agents in 
Holland, the passage of the Meuse would 
have been far more difficult than it was, 
One of the first acts of Mr. Churchill's 
Government, after the passing into law of 
the Emergency Powers Act, was the arrest 
of a number of prominent citizens, in- 
cluding a member of the House of 
Commons, and Sir Oswald Mosley, who 
married a daughter of the late Marquess 
Curzon. The famous Secret Service man, 
Captain von Rintelen, who was one of the 
leading German agents in the United 
States during the last war, and afterwards 
became a naturalised Englishman, also has 
been detained ; and the strictest watch is 
being kept on refugees of all nationalities. 
The British Government has been forced 
to realise that Great Britain no longer is 
an island—in other words, that it no longer 
is safe from invasion. The danger of 
parachute landings cannot be ignored. 
With a comparatively small number of 
well-armed and resolute men the German 
High Command could create 
conditions at certain ports and in densely 
populgted areas, but without local help 
their work would be hampered seriously. 
In these circumstances, it is only natural 
that the British Government should be 
determined to take no chances. Many 
innocent persons will suffer; but Mr. 
Churchill and his colleagues take the view 
that the safety of the State is paramount. 


Luxuries 


To be a supplier of ‘ luxury” goods is 
always a precarious occupation. In good 
times it may be more profitable than a 
gold mine—a feat, of course, which many 
thousands of embittered people will say 
is no compliment at all—but as soon as 
things begin to go wrong ii is always the 
first to feel the pinch. A political rumpus 
in the ever-obliging Balkans may cause a 
fluttering in the New York Stock 
Exchange, and all the jewellers from 
London to Rangoon may find that business 
suddenly has come to a standstill. Income 
tax jumps a shilling in the pound and the 
car may need two new tyres, so the 
affectionate husband no longer brings his 
wife flowers on Friday night. An out- 
break of foot and mouth disease in some 
remote place in rural England stops the 
imports of Irish cattle, damps the 
enthusiasm of the buyers at the Irish fairs 
next day, and the disconsolate farmer 
returns home that night without the 
customary iced cake or the bag of oranges 
for the ‘‘ wee ones.” How limitless, there- 
fore, must be the effect on all the luxury 
trades of an explosion like the present 
war! Twenty-five years ago the position 
was little different. Not knowing what to 
expect next, people trimmed their fancies 
and decided, for fear worse days were to 
come, to spend their money on nothing 
more than the bare necessities of life. 
Thousands of traders were ruined; but it 
is interesting to recall that at that time, 
as the German invasion of Belgium did 
not come without some kind of warning, 
many of the wealthy refugees had time to 
remove their furniture and their 
pictures—to '“'flit,” as it were—to safer 
places, and by the middle of 1915 many 
of the exclusive London shops were stocked 
to the roof and were doing a roaring trade 
in valuable objects that had been 
‘““evacuated’’ from the Belgian and 
French chateaux. The ‘‘ luxury ’”’ trades 
are likely to suffer even more keenly in 
1940 than they suffered in the last war. 
Taxation in Great Britain is higher than 
ever before. Money is not even so 
plentiful as it was in 1914, for costs 
generally are higher; and, with the 
memory af the last war still fresh in their 
minds, or the recollection of even more 
difficult years which followed it, people 
are not likely to buy more than their 
essential needs. We learn, to mention but 
one example, that there is no longer any 
demand for “delicacies’’ in the London 
restaurants. Conditions are guch, accord- 
ing to one restaurateur, that early 
asparagus, to be sold at all, has had to be 
offered as an ordinary vegetable at about 
the orice of cabbage. The consumption of 
oysters is only forty per cent. of what it 
was in normal times, and as for caviare, 
less than ten per cent, of the old customers 
ever ask for it now. Doubtless, similar 
stories. could be told in a score of other 
establishments that in peace time are 
accustomed to provide the ‘‘ little extras '' 
that make life so pleasant. To be alive 
at all in these days, however ; to have ..:ill 
a homo to live in, will be luxury enough 
for many people; and if they have enough 


much for the ‘‘extras.’”’ Yet such 
philosophies .as these will not save 
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they have vanished, not, at the dictate of 


chaotic 


plain food on the table they will not fret.) 
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| Bands inthe Open 


Not content with robbing the London 
parks of their railings for munitions of 


war, the authorities in the English capita? 


now are making away with the band- 
stands. In view of the sort of stuff that 
is regarded as music by the general public 
to-day, perhaps this is just as well. In 
the days before the arrival of the granio- 
phone and the radio, “ music in the park’’ 
was a genuine pleasure for thousands of 
people who otherwise would have had very 
little chance of hearing good music. To- 
day, when nearly every home has un- 
limited music “on tap,” there is little 
excuse for the continuance of the al fresco 
band promenades, especially in a climate 
which never was much in their favour. 
We understand that until the outbreak of 
the war military band performances still 
were given in Hyde Park, and the London 
County Council fathered regular pro- 


grammes in the Embankment Gardens 


near Charing Cross, and, as the music was 
good without being too highbrow, the fact 
that those bandstands are to remain un- 
disturbed indicates that some sensitive 
souls still are hoping for the best in a 
world of pessimists. In this country, too, 
our park bandstands have fallen into 
disuse to.a great extent, though it is 
difficult to believe the story about the 
Dubliner who, when his small son pointed 
out the bandstand and asked what it was, 
could not supply the answer, Probably 
the most successful of our outdoor band 
performances are those given in ‘‘ The 
Hollow’’ at the Phenix. Park, one of she 
most picturesquely situated settings that 
could be devised for such an entertain- 
ment. They are also the most largely 
attended, but we think that with proper 
attention to detail appreciative audiences 
still could be found for music in the open 
at some other points. Apart from the 
development of radio, the afternoon quetes 
for the cinemas even on days of tropical 
heat, and the popularity of motoring, a 
circumstance which contributed largely to 
the downfall of the open-air band was the 
fact that thousands of unwashed urchins 
attended under the impression that the 
music was just an accompaniment to their 
field sports. Even the most easy-going 
citizens have been known to express the 
belief on such occasions that perhaps, 
after all, there might have been an excuse 
for Herod. With lusty youngsters 
frolicking between the legs of the 
promenaders, cannoning into the mid- 
riffs of stout old gentlemen and yelling 
at the top of their voices, not to mention 
the critics in scores of perambulators who 
never hesitate to express poignant dis- 
approval of the music, it is little wonder 
that popular opinion preferred to listen to 
the wireless in the back garden. The 
evacuation of the younger fry from the 
immediate vicinity is an essential to the 
success of any band’s efforts in a public 
park, and, failing some special emergency 
legislation, we do not see how this is to be 
achieved.

There is no slackening (says TAe Times in 
a leading article to-day) in. the speed of the 
enemy’s onset, nor is there likely to be, until 
he is fought to a standstill, for in speed is 
the essence of his advantage, and he must use 
it to the uttermost. Yesterday he achieved 
one of his principal objectives by the capture 
of the town and harbour of Boulogne. Mr. 
Churchill had already told Parliament on the 
previous day that German troops were in the 
town, but many, deeply conscious of the 
gravity of the announcement, clung to the 
hope that the occupation was by some ad- 
venturous detachment of fast-moving vehicles 
rather than by a substantial force which 
could consolidate the position. That hope 
must now be abandoned. 

Oné of the objectives that eluded the Ger- 
man Generals of 1914 to the very end has 
been attained by Hitler in a fortnight’s war. 
He has gained a footing on the Straits of 
Dover, and may extend his hold. He has 
another objective which he is seeking with 
no less systematic energy—to undermine the 
confidence of the French and_ British 
peoples. Towards this goal he has made 
no progress whatever, and to prevent 
his achieving it is no Jess vital than to stem 
the onslaught of his forces in France. If, on 
this side of the Channel, there is any temp- 
tation to feel dismay at the approach of a 
direct threat to our shores, that feeling comes 
much more of being too far from the battle 
zone than too near. All who have had the 
opportunity to visit the front lines in the 
past days tell the same story. These are no 
defeated or despondent armies. On the con- 
trary, their jee is high, their ranks steady 
and their self-confidence absolute. They are 
facing all their dangers and hardships as so 
many necessary obstacles on a steep road 
that leads to victory. This feeling, which 
is shared by the indomitable French people, 
prevails from the highest rank to the bas 
and 18 most conspicuous in General Weygand 
himself.

Italy’s ‘* Perfidy."’ 

While war was developing all along the 
Austro-Italian borders yesterday, the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph issued a manifesto to 
his people, in which he speaks of the Italian 
declaration of war as ‘‘a perfidy, the like 
of which history does. not know.’ 

Italy, he says, has abandoned her allies in 
the hour of danger, and gone over with fly- 
ing colours to the camp of their enemies. 
Having withstood their enemies in the North, 
the Emperor expresses the belief that also 
against the forces in the South the Austrian 
Army will suc¢essfully defend the frontiers 
of the Monarchy. 

Second Battle of Ypres. 

The second battle of Ypres, which has been 
raging furiously for twenty days, produced 
yesterday some of the heaviest fighting of 
the war. Early yesterday morning the Ger- 
mans made a fresh onslaught. under cover of 
poisonous gas, and their artillery at the same 
time firing asphyxiating shells. British troops 
were forced to evacuate some trenches and 
the enemy penetrated the line in three 
places. 

Violent fighting around Arras has been in 
continuous progress dav and night for the 
last thirty-six hours. The French had to re- 
tire from several positions, but under cover 
of darkness they made a counter-attack. re- 
covered more than their lost ground and have 
taken 120 prisoners.

Sir Samuel Hoare’s Mission 


Sir Samuel Hoare, who has been 
appointed Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary, on a special mission fo 
Madrid, is expected to arrive in Madrid 
next week. © appointment of a former 
Foreign Secretary and holder of a numbe 
of high offices in the British Government 
indicates the great importance that the 
Government attaches to relations between 
Britain and Spain. Not very long ago Lord 
Halifax stated that the British Govorp. 
ment had the firmest intention of respect. 
ing Spanish neutrality as long as it was 
respected by others, and he added thay 
British policy towards: Spain was “io 
maintain and develop the friendly 
relations at present existing between the 
two countries.” Sir Samuel Hoare’, 
appointment being for a special purpose 
and of an unusual character, he wil! retain 
his seat as member for Chelsea in tha 
House of Commons. His particular mission 
is to strengthen the good relations now 
existing ; the duration of his appointment 
is indefinite. 


Anglo-Russian Relations 


In view of discussions that are taking 
place at present, political circles are dis. 
posed to think that the early dcspatchofa 
special envoy to Moscow is not in. 
probable. Once again Sir Stafford Cripps 
is mentioned as being the best possible 
person for such a task. He is the last 
Englishman of any importance to haye 
paid a visit to Moscow. When he was in 
Chinese Turkestan last March he Went 
5,000 miles by air to Moscow. remained 
there for 36 hours, and then flew back to 
resume his tour in the Far Fast. i; 
Stafford went to Moscow to inquire about 
the chance of a fresh start in Anglo-Soviet 
relations, and it is said that he was con- 
vineed that it was possible and desirable 
Members of the Moscow Government have 
given a hearty welcome to Mr. Churchill’, 
Administration. 


New Air Bombers 


The air bombers which have been flown 
recently from the United States to 
England probably are flying boats, which 
were reported to have been ordered by 
Britain. Their route, number, and other 
details are secret, but it. is known that 
they can take the place of many aircraft 
which are being used on coastal patrol. 
The United States flying boats thus would 
release other machines for operational 
duty elsewhere. Three types now in use 
in the Coastal Command are land 
machines, which can be adapted rapidly 
to bombing purposes. It is said that the 
crossing of the Atlantic in good weather 
Is comparative child's play to the 
American flying boats. 


Air Raid Post for Animals 


The King has given permission for the 
establishment of an air raid post for 
animals at Buckingham Palace by the 
National Animals’ A.R.P. Committee, 
which has devised a scheme for the 
rounding up and return to their owners 
of all animals which may stray or be lost 
during an air raid. Five million. discs 
have been distributed. It has been found 
that cats are the most difficult of animals

to fit, as thev hate collars. Some pets 
which have been provided with identifica- 
tion discs include a tame duck, a monkey 
in South Kensington, and a kid living at 
a dairy in Fulham road. Veterinary 


Surgeons are giving their services free at 
the first-aid posts, which have been estab- 
lished at animal clinics, empty shops, and 
other suitable places. 


London Entertainments 


It is understood to be unlikely that 
London’s entertainment facilities wil! be 
severely curtailed. The Government 
desires that theatres and cinemas should 
continue normally for the present. At 
the outbreak of war theatres and cinemas 
had to curtail their programmes. because 
of the danger of people crowding together, 


but restrictions were dropped gradually: 
Eventually, most of the amusement places 
returned to their normal hours, and there 
IS no suggestion at the moment that re 


strictions will be re-imposed. The Theatre 
Managers’ Association understands that it 
is desired to encourage theatre entertam- 
ment. Several theatres are closed at the 
moment owing to lack of custom, but this 
does not apply to cinemas.

WHAT CAPTURE OF 
BOULOGNE MEANS 


PROBLEM OF MILITARY 
SUPPLIES 


The German occupation of Boulogne pre- 
sents al even graver situation for the Allies 
than was evident yesterday, writes the Press 
Association Military Correspondent. Boulogne 
is one of the most important bases on the 
Continent, in which a vast amount of mate- 
rial is always assembled, and through which 
large numbers of troops are always passing. 
The German attack must have been in con- 
siderably heavier force than was at first 
thought, for their thrust at the port has met 
with astonishingly quick success. 

One can no longer talk about only a few

between the Allied armies. Much bigger forces 
must have been necessary to overcome the 
resistance pht, up by the British. 

The Germans are obviously putting all cheir 
weight into their drive for the coastal ports, 
and, regardless of the casualties inflicted by 
the incessant bombing by the R.A.F., they 
must be pouring armoured divisions, light 
mechanised units and infantry along the 
roads open to them. 

Virtually all the British forces in that area 
were, fortunately, able to withdraw, although 
the method of their withdrawal has not yet 
been disclosed by the authorities. 


SUPPLIES AT PORT 


What happened to the military supplies and 
stores—Boulogne is one huge clearing station 
for munitions and supplies of all sorts—is not 
known. The British would, naturally, do their 
utmost to destroy them rather than let them 
fall into enemy hands, but, in view of the 
swiftness of the Nazi onslaught, one must 
wait for official confirmation before assuming 
that eer were able to carry out this demolli- 
tion work. 

Now that Boulogne is in enemy hands the 
city can, of course, be subjected to large- 
scale bombing attacks, and the Germans will 
probably be able to make little use of the 
port. They can, however, prevent its use by 
the Allies, and, as it is one of the points 
where British troops are landed on the Con- 
tinent, that creates a very serious situation 
for the Allies, 

Meanwhile, every hour gives the Germans 
more time to rush forward reinforcements to 
consolidate the positions they have already 
taken, and to render any Allied offensive 
against those positions more and more costly. 

In spite of continual bombardment of their 
supply columns and troops concentrations, the 
Germans are pressing forward with the de- 
termination of desperation, and they will have 
to be hit very hard to stop them.

The prisoner before the Court is Stephen 
Held, a member of the firm of Michael Held 
and Sons, Ltd., who carry on the business of 
sheet metal workers at 72 Francis street, 
Dublin. He lives at Kronstanz, Templeogue 
road, County Dublin, with his mother, his 
step-father, a Mrs. Hall, and a child. 

In view of the charges proposed to be 
made, and an application which I propose to 
make after the charges have been read out, 
I have a short statement to make to the 
Court. 


THE LOCKED ROOM 


Continuing, Mr. MacLoughlin said :-— 

The charges are brought under the Emer- 
gency Powers Act, 1930, and the Emergency 
Order made by the Government under that 
| Act. They arise out of the following set of 
circumstances :— 

About 10.20 on the night of Wednesday, 
22nd last, a party of Guards went to Mr. 
Held’s residence at Templeogue road. The 
Guards were admitted by a woman, and a 
search of the house was made in the absence 
ef Mr. Held, who had not yet returned to 
the house. The search was made with the 
exceptior of one locked room on the second 
floor. Tho Guards awaited the return of 
the accused man, who returned at about 1.40 
a.m. on foot. 


SEARCH OF THE ROOM 


In a conversation with the Guards about 
the locked room, Mr. Held said that the key 
of it was in the possession of a guest who 
had been staying with him for some days. 
The door was then burst open. The room 
appeared to be a study, furnished with a 
table, some chairs, a sideboard, a press, a 
safe and a typewriter. In this room was 
found, on a table, an attaché case, containing 
documents, which were inspected by the 
Guards. 

These documents had reference to the collec- 
tion of information of a military character 
regarding Irish harbours, aerodromes, roads, 
bridges, and landing grounds and dispositions 
of the defence forces. There was also a code 
and papers relating to wireless telegraphy 
and Morse code. The room also contained a 
used open parachute of unknown type, a wire- 
less transmitting and receiving set, and .a 
box containing 20,000 United States dollars. 


ALLEGED STATEMENT 


In a search of the bedroom the Guards 
found a military cap, and wrapped up in it 
were a number of German and Austrian 
medals of the last War, and also a flying 
badge belonging to the German Air Force 
of the present day. On a mirror was found 
a black tie, with a German tab marked 
“ Berlin.” ‘ 

The accused man, continued Mr. Mac- 
Loughlin, made a statement to the Guards 
after he had been cautioned, which I do not 
propose to read, but 1 will give you the sub- 
stance, which is as follows: 

The accused man stated that on the 
previous Sunday night, at about 11 o’clock, a 
strange man came to their house, and intro- 
duced himself as one Henrich Brandy, and 
stated that he was a relative of a Mr. Brandy, 
who formerly carried on a business here in 
this city. This man, according to the accused 
man, requested to be put up at Mr. Held’s 
residence for a short period. 


WALK WITH THE VISITOR 


Mr. Held, according to his statement, was 
not at first inclined to agree, but, after a 
discussion with his mother, it was agreed to 
keep the stranger at the rate of £2 10s, per 
week. Then he—the visitor—was given the 
use of the study, in which these articles 
were found, and the use of a bedroom, already 
mentioned. According to Mr. Held, the 
visitor remained indoors almost during the 
entire period from Sunday to Wednesday, 
and that on Wednesday night Mr. Held and 
the man went for a walk to Templeogue, . "d 
Í parted outside the licensed premises of the 

empleogue Inn, where Mr. Held was asked 
by his visitor to have a drink, which he 
refused, as he remembered that he wanted 
to go to his sheet-metal workshop at 72

‘After visits to observation posts amid snow 


and stunted firs, I returned to the boat ‘to | 


discover that an incautious German airman, 
flying low over the mountain crest, had been 
shot down in my absence. A patrol was just 
parading to go out to look for the machine. 

Re-embarking, a further long sea sow 
ensued in the direction of Narvik. When o 
Narvik a dense column of black smoke shot 
skyward. One could only assume that the 
Narvik oil distilleries had been fred, but 
whether 
Germans it was imposisble then to determine. 
There was considerable aerial activity at the 
time, and British warships were reminding 
the besieged survivors of the German garrison 


that the Navy still holds the North Sea. 
ESCAPE FROM BOMBS 


Soon after passing Narvik a storm 
developed with amazing suddenness. It was 
go severe that we feared for the boat, and 
my companions and I removed our heavy 
sheepskins and braved the spray and cold, 
so that we might have a betteg chance should 
we capsize. In fact, however, this storm 
was our salvation, because, just before we 
arrived at our destination, which was taken 
the other day by the combined action of the 
British Fleet and the French, the head of 
the jetty was completely wrecked by a bomb. 

My stay there was brief, because the units 
I wished to contact had proeeeded elsewhere. 
Nevertheless, I thrice went to ground to 
escape the attentions of the German bombers. 
Throughout the bombardment the French 
soldiers proceeded calmly and methodically 
to collect their wounded. 


SHELLS ON NARVIK 


Once more embarking, I went to a point 
near Narvik harbour. As this was in range. 
of German machine-gun fire, I sought speedy 
cover while a low-flying seaplane displayed an 
unwelcome interest in our movements. I 
then climbed to a position from where I 
could see -Allied troops taking up new 
advanced posts. Later I visited these posi- 
tions, and saw punctured oil drums pointing 
to the éffectiveness of the German fire. The 
troops, however, had heavy machine-guns in 
place, and had silenced the enemy. 

Also, a jurking destroyer assisted the 
Germans to reach the conclusion that it “was 
better .to keep: their heads down. From 
another nearby. position L had Narvik clearly. 
under my glgsses. Shells fell into the town 
at frequent intervals, and I could make out 
individual hopses ablaze. The foreshores all 
all around Narvik are covered with wreckage 
from the many ships which were sunk in the 
vicinity. Life-belts, hatch-covers and ships’ 
lockers are to be seen in profusion. All are 
black with oil from the destroyed shipping. 

Along the high tide mark there is a con- 
tinuous line of black oil, threshed by the sea 
into a revolting souffle. In my several land- 
ings I had to make my way through this, 
with results particularly unpleasant in a 
land where hot water is at a premium.— 
P.A. War Special.

This advantage is secured by creating a 
magnetic field in the cinema, and furnishing 
to those: who desire them a small receiver 
with earphone. By turning a knob on the 
receiver-resting on his knees, a partially deaf 
person can control the volume of sound in 
the earphone.. The sound waves are distri- 
“buted. from an amplifier at the back of the 
screen, which despatches the sound through’ 
a cable cneircling the auditorium.

Also in consultation with the Food Ministry 
here are Messrs. Roche and Whittaker, of the 
Irish Dairy Butter Trade, Ltd., exporters of 
Irish factory butter. About 50,000 cwts., 
valued at about £250,000, are exported nor- 
mally. : 
Difficulties have arisen with regard to this 
non-creamery product, and the Irish repre- 
sentatives hope to obtain some modification 
of the presént position.

EXPLOITATION OF 
CONSUMERS DENIED 


At the annual meeting of the Irish Sea 
Fisheries Association held at 45 Kildare 
street, Dublin, yesterday, when moving the 
adoption of the annual report and statement 
of accounts, Mr. J. D. Rush, chairman, said 
that £200,000 by way of grants-in-aid and 
£112,000 by way of repayable advances had 
been made available to the Association since 
it began its operations nine yeara, ago. In 
1930 the Association did rather well; for 
£21,191, or 22 per cent. more than the pre- 
vious year, had been disbursed among the 
members. At Cromane, Co. Kerry, the puri- 
fication plant for muscles hai been almost 
completed, while improvements in marketing 
methods had been introduced. In response 
to the Association’s representations the 
Minister had made increased provision for 
the purchase of boats and gear before prices 
rose owing to the war. Certain members had 
failed to meet the nominal calls made in re- 
spect of their shares, while others had ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the marketing 
scheme by dishonouring their obligations 
under the co-operative agreement. The com- 
mittee had been compelled to withdraw from 
certain members boats issued to them on hire- 
purchase, and they would be transferred to 
other members whose prospects of success 
seemed to be better. 

The Association’s indebtedness to the State 
was £100,000 at December 31; the adminis- 
tration account showed that the Association 
was being run economically, and the boats 


and gear account showed a deficit of £5,660. 


They had an average of 55 motor fishing 
boats delivering their catches of trawl fish to 
the Association for disposal in the ordinary 
fishing week. 
Referring to the allegations that the Asso- 
ciation had been forcing up the price of fish 
to the consumer, Mr. Rush said that these 
were entirely unfounded. The directors were 
unpaid and had no financial stake in the 
business, but as a committee of management 
they had no apology to offer to anyone for 
doing their best to safeguard the interests of 
the members. They definitely denied any 
attempt to exploit the position as against 
the consumer. 
The resolution was seconded by the Rev. J. 
A. Shiels, M.A., Donegal, who said that, to 
a large extent, the co-operative idea of the 
association had been lost sight of. 
Mr. W. Cleary, Arklow, said that it was a 
poor effort on f of the State that only 
£15,000 a year was given to develop the fish.

they should advocate the refrigeration of fish 
at the landing ports to prevent dumping. 
Mr. D. Neligan referred to complaints in 
the Press regarding the high prices of fish, 
and said that in July last year fishermen 
were paid by the Dublin market auctioneers 
in postage stamps for several boxes of plaice. 
n another case, seventeen boxes of fish, 
auctioned in the Dublin market, realised £6 
9s., while fish in the retailer's shop remained 
at a steady price. They never saw a rich 
fisherman, but, on the other hand, fish- 
mongers had magnificent shops, palatial 
homes, and sometimes yachts.

There were forty witnesses in the case in 
which four young farmers from the Gort (Co.

The accused men were: John Brady, 
Inachboy, and William Loughrey, Boula- 
boughdeen—charged with having explosive 
substances in their possession, and attemp- 
ing to blow up the hall, the property a 
Thomas Flanagan, Loughcoutra.

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT 


Opening the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
O. Moriarty, 8.C., said that the barn or hall 
was of concrete, with an iron roof. At about 
[1.15 o’c. on the night of April 14th there 
were at least 70 people dancing, when an 
explosion occurred, but, tostunatity, perhaps, 
through Providence, the lives of these people 
were saved. : 

One aspect of the case, continued counsel, 
which it was impossible to exaggerate, was 
the gravity and seriousness of the explosioa 
itself. It was almost incredible that in this 
year 1940, in a civilised country, men could 
be found who in cold blood would set or place 
such an instrument for the destruction © 
human life, or for injury to their fellow: 
human beings. 

There was another sinister aspect of the 
case, he added—an attempt on the part 0! 
the accused men, or somebody on their 
behalf, to intimidate witnesses who had 
already made statements.

Further, it is a well-known fact that, produc- 
tion and distribution expenses for bread are 
higher here than either across the Channel 
or Northern Ireland. If the Government

Regarding native wheat, I am glad to sa

Seventy-six alleged members of an illegal 
organisation were arrested in Northern 
Ireland on Thursday night, and are detained 
under the Civil Authorities Special Powers 


Act. 
This was officially announced by the police 


last night. 
Police raids were carried out simultaneously 
in many parts of the country. It is under- 


stood that 49 of the men were rounded up 
in Belfast, eight in Londonderry, four in 
Magherafelt, four in Newry, six in County 
Armagh, and five in County Tyrone. 

The men will be kept in custody for the 
duration of the war, but they have the right 
of appeal to an independent tribunal. 

It was the biggest raid since Christmas, 
1938, when 34—some of whom were released 
on appeal—were detained. 

It is believed that the round-up was made 
as a precautionary measure against any 
“ Fifth Column” activity. 

Lord Craigavon, the Premier, told the 
Northern Ireland Commons on Tuesday that 
they had a “ Fifth Column,” and a very 
dangerous one.

MAKING THE MOST OF 
ROOTS 


HIS year is likely to see a considerable 

i: increase in the acreage of roots. We 

should make the most of them, for they 

will be replacing imported feeding-stuffs that 

money cannot buy. To do so on a large scale 
liberal all-round manuring is essential. 

Forty tons of mangels per acre are not an 
exceptional crop, and greater yields cen be 
obtained by going all out for the maximum, 
and cultivating a small, rather than a large 
acreage, and doing it thoroughly well. 

Dung should have been ploughed in, 10 to 
20 tons per acre. It not only provides a con- 
tinuous supply of plant food from itself, but 
also liberates still more by promoting decay 
of the turf. If no dung or only a light 
dressing has been applied, the following 
mixture of artificial fertilisers is suitable :— 
3 cwt. sulphate of ammonia, ó cwt. super- 
phosphate, 2 cwt, potash salts 5%—per acre. 


Some Other Points 


With a heavy dressing of dung, half the 
above quantity would suttice, and in all cases 
rather less nitrogen for Swedes and turnips 
than for mangels. Fertilisers should be 
harrowed into the seedbed before drilling. 
Basic slag (4-5 cwt.) can take the place of 
the superphosphate, but then the sulphate of 
ammonia would have to be applied separately 
or replaced in the mixture by nitrate of soda. 

There is another crop worth consideration 
by those who can spare a bit of land—carrots. 
They are likely to be in demand for human 
consumption and stock will revel in any left 
over. They can be grown without much 
manure and 10-12 tons per acre is an average 
crop. Seed is drilled thinly, 4-6lb. per acre 
in May and June, and thinning is now usually 
dispensed with. -Incidentally, late sowing and 
no singling are safeguards against carrot fly.

KEEPING IT IN REPAIR 


As the implement trade knowa only too 
well, the — of the hay-making season 
usualiy synchronises with a sudden and urgent 
cry for *‘spares.’’ Even in peace-time such 
demands often cannot be met by return of 
post. In war-time, of course, the position is 
uuch worse. 

It is, therefore, more necessary than ever 
that farmers should really look to their imple- 
ments without delay. Any machine that 
breaks down is a nuisance, but a broken 
mower or binder can be a tragedy, and these 
‘machines need more careful inspection than 
most, 


Overhauling 


The following are some of the points to 
check up with mowers: Loose, worn or 
broken sections of the knife-bar should ob- 
viously be replaced by new blades, and the 
fingers tightened and aligned. The knife-bar 


| should have a forward rake; for if it lags 


back it will not cut properly. This can be 
adjusted at the hinge. See that the con- 
— rod bearings are sound. 

Replace worn pawls in the wheels; for if 
they are allowed to go too far they cause 
excessive wear of the teeth inside the hub, 
and a new hub is expensive, See that the 
gear-wheels mesh properly, especially tlie 
bevel wheels. Where the bearings are worn, 
the wheels can be made to mesh properly by 
the judicious use of packing and en Bi 
It pays also to clean off the caked oil and 
dust with paraffin; for this often hides a 
cracked casting that might break during use. 


Harvester Machinery 


In anticipation of the largely increased 
acreage of wheat, oats and barley which is 
being grown this year, traders have already 
arranged for the import of a considerable 
supply of harvesting and threshing machiner 
and a number of binders and threshing mills 
have already come in. 

The Minister for Agriculture has assured 
farmers that they need not be .in the least 
apprehensive that the facilities for Reavers 
and threshing their corn crops will be foun 
to be inadequate. In 1917 the harvesting and 
threshing of the corn crops presented no 
special difficulties, although the area under 
cereals that year in the twenty-six counties 
was 381,000 acres more than in the previous 
year. Rumours of a probable shortage of 
reapers, binders and threshing sets for this 
year’s harvest will prove to be as unfounded 
as those which predicted that a substantial 
increase in tillage could not be achieved be- 
cause of shortage of labour—particularly of 
ploughmen—and of tillage implements, in- 
cluding tractor ploughs and cultivators. 


CHICKEN-REARING 


NLESS chicks are kept growing from 
| | the time they are hatched: until fully 

matured they will get a set-back from 
which they will not easily recover. For the 
first 48 hours after hatching they require no 
food. Then they should get a little grit or 
coarse sand and a drink of water. For the 
first ten days they may get a little dry pin- 
head oatmeal, or bread squeezed out of milk, 
every four hours. Give the first meal as 
early and the last as late as possible. In 
the short days of early spring the last meal 
is best given by lamplight. During the third 
week oat and Indian meal porridge, dried 
with bran and pollard, may be used, or the 
chicks could get the following dry mash :— 
4 parts by weight of bran.

Value of Milk 


Chickens kept indoors in bad weather 
should get a teaspoonful of cod liver oil 
added to each pound of mash; this will act 
as a substitute for sunshine and prevent leg 
weakness and rickets, Milk is in a class of 
its own as a poultry food, but it has not 
been generally used eve: on farms where it 
is readily available. This may be because 
new milk was considered too costly, and 
skim or separated milk was considered of no 
value. Skim or separated milk is such a com- 
plete, well-balanced food that chickens re- 
ceiving it build up reserves of strength and 
are highly resistant to adverse influences, 
such as chills, coccidiosis and worms. Separ- 
ated or skim milk in conjunction with mixed 
meals, will be found. to be the nearest ap- 
proach to a perfect ration for chicken-rearing. 


Other Hints 


Potatoes should not be fed. to ung 
chickens, and only very sparingly to chickens 
of any age. The food for chickens should 
always be fresh. The wet mash should be 
dried off to a cont condition. The meals 
for chicken feeding should be fresh and free 
from must or moulds, All changes of food 
should be introduced gradamally. All food 
should be fed from clean boards, troughs or 
dishes, To prevent leg weaknessy encourage 
exercise and help digestion, a little dry pin- 
head oatmeal or patent chick food should be 
scattered in the litter on the floor for the 
chickens to scratch for. :

USE OF SILOS ON FARMS 


PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION 
OW to build a silo—and how to use it 
t+ properly—was explained in the course 
of lectures given at the Department of 
Agriculture’s exhibit at Ballsbridge yesterday 
by Mr. John O’Loan. 

A specimen silo, together with the materials 
for its construction, was outside the Sandy- 
mount Hall to serve as an illustration for the 
lectures. After describing the simplest way 
to make the concrete blocks and place them 
in position, Mr. O’Loan said that the grass 
for silage should be cut at an early stage of 
growth. Cutting should not be done when 
the grass was very wet. Immediately after 
cutting it should be taked into rows and made 
into small heaps: this prevented wilting in 
drying weather and saved the grass from 
becoming too wet in rainy weather. 


What to Do 


The grass should be put into the silo in 
fresh green condition: half-dried grass should 
never be put into a silo. He advised that no 
more grass should be cut in a day than could 
be ensiled that day. Grass should be forked 
into the silo and every forkful-should be 
spread evenly. Trampling should be con- 
tinued from the beginning; if this precaution 
was not taken air pockets would form and a 
mouldy silage would result. - Generally, it 
would not be desirable to fill the silo to a 
height of more than nine or ten feet on the 
first day. ‘This quantity should be allowed to 
heat slightly before the filling was continued, 

Treating the grass with molasses when the 
silo was being élied hastened the development 
of Jactic acid in the silage, and was, therefore, 
a safeguard against the development of 
butyric acid. The quantity to apply was two 
to two and a half gallons of molasses (mixed 
with three times its volume of water) to each 
ton of grass. 


When Ready 


Silage, continued Mr. O’Loan, was ready 
for feeding about four weeks after it was 
made, and would retain its feeding value for 
a couple of years or more if the silo was left 
unopened. Grass silage could be used to re- 
place meals, hay, hay and roots, or part of 
the hay and roots in the usual rations fed to 
calves, store cattle, fattening cattle and dairy 
cattle on the following basis :— 
2ib to 2b. grass silage equals 1)b. hay. 
5lb. to 6lb. grass silage equals 10lb. roots or 

1lb. of a meal mixture suitable for cows 
in milk. 

The quantity of silage that might be fed to 
different classes of cattle vuried, but where 
silage was used to. replace the total ration of 
hay and roots the following quantities might 
be fed daily :— 

Calves, 6 to 12 months old—25lb. to S0lb. 

Cattle, 12 to 15 months old—30lb. to 40lb. 

Store Cattle—40lb. to 50lb. 

Nar cattle, 2 to 5 years old—501b. to 
701b. 


For dairy cows, where silage was replacing 
hay and roots, 70lb. to 80lb. daily could be 
fed. This quantity should be sufficient for 
maintenance and the production of at least 
two gallons of milk. 

Loans for the erection of farm silos are 
available, and details of these can be obtained 
from the Department of Agriculture. 

The Depattment officials gave lectures on 
both grass and potato silage each day at the 
Spring Show.
